CIRCULAR WO. 21. 



Owing to the fact that members of the Mammoth Community 
and ethers connected directly or indirectly with the National 
Park Service have failed in some instances to obey circular No. lb, 
issued November 24, 1325, regarding the transfer of property, 
this circular is again reissued as follows: 

"Transfer of property, serviceable or un- 
serviceable, from ene department to another, or from 
one person to another in the case of household prop- 
erty, is absolutely prohibited, except when such 
praperty is cleared through the storehouse by proper 
requisition. 

Any department head, or other employee, 
wishing to transfer pro per t 7 f or have unserviceable 
property condemned, must take up the matter with 
the storehouse, and have the proper papers made out 
effecting the transfer, in the case of usable property, 
or disposing of property to be condemned. In no other 
way can property responsibility be relieved. 

Persons failing to comply with this order 
in ever- particular will be charged on the payrolls 
with the value of all property improperly transferred 
or otherwise disposed of. 

The storehouse is the clearing house for 
all property and do not give or take property oxcept 
through the storehouse." 

It LB hoped that it will not bo necessary to again ro- 
ssue this circular as it prescribes simple proceduro that every- 
one should remombor.
